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THE  ANCIENT  NORTHERN  FAMILY  OF  LUMLEY  AND 

ITS  NORTHAMPTONSHIRE  BRANCH 

RECORDS  OF  THE  PAST  680  YEARS 


^HOSE  who,  during  the  past  ten  years, 
have  found  interest  in  my  contributions 
to  Notes  and  Queries  on  the  Ancient  Nor¬ 
thern  Family  of  Lumley  and  on  others  of 
the  name,  however  acquired,  will  have 
observed  that  such  contributions  divided 
themselves  into  four  categories : 

I.  The  Ancient  Northern  Family  of  Co. 
Durham,  starting  with  its  Generation  VI  in 
the  person  of  Sir  Roger  de  Lumley,  Knight, 
born  approximately  1245,  living  1277/8, 
deceased  in  or  before  1279,  and  buried  in 
the  Church  of  the  Franciscans  at  New- 
castle-on-Tyne,  and  Sibil  (Sibilla)  nee  de 
Morewic,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 
the  Northumbrian  Baron,  Hugh  de  Morewic 
(I.P.M’s  1269  and  1270),  his  wife,  born  c. 
1248,  living  aged  21  and  already  so  married 
by  1269,  who,  surviving  her  said  husband, 
married  secondly  Laurence  de  Sancto  Mauro 
(De  St.  Maur:  Seymour),  widower  {ob.  be¬ 
tween  24  Sept.  1296  and  28  Feb.  1297, 
I.P.M.  1297),  and  herself  died  on  26  July 
1298,  and  continuing  with  their  two  sons.  Sir 
Robert  de  Lumley,  Knight,  born  in  1272, 
ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Scarbrough,  and 
Roger  (also  styled  Sir  Roger)  de  Lumley, 
born  c.  1275,  to  whom  his  said  brother.  Sir 
Robert,  by  Charter  of  20  March  1305/6, 
conveyed  all  his  Northamptonshire  estates, 
including  Heyford,  Harleston  (now  spelt 
Harlestone),  etc.,  and  who  thereupon  settled 
at  Harleston,  there  becoming  the  Founder 
of  the  Northants  Branch  of  the  Family. 

Such  Northants  Branch  has  been  shown 
to  have  continued  at  Harleston  down  to  21 
Nov.  1499,  when  its  then  representative  sold 
the  Manor  and  retired  to  Maidwell  in  the 
same  County,  on  whose  death,  s.p.,  after 
9  Dec.  1512/13,  the  representation  of  the 
Branch  passed  to  the  Lumleys  of  Clipston  in 
the  same  County,  whence  one  of  the  latter, 
Francis  Lumley  (c.  1600-1646),  removed  in 
the  1630’s  to  Marston  Trussell,  also  in  the 
same  County,  the  representation  being  con¬ 
tinued  in  the  person  of  his  only  son  Francis 
Lumley  (1645/6-1708/9),  who  in  or  about 
1671  removed  to  Great  Dalby,  Co.  Leicester, 


where  the  Family  thereafter  remained  and 
whence  one  of  them,  Richard  Lumley  0734- 
1805),  came  to  London,  where  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Carpenters  Company  by  re¬ 
demption  in  Jan.  1764,  and  whither  he  was 
followed  by  his  nephew,  who  in  1777  be¬ 
came  his  apprentice,  namely,  William 
Lumley  (1762-1830),  Master  of  the  Car¬ 
penters  Company  in  1818  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Accounts  of  the  Society  of 
Arts,  whose  eldest  surviving  son  and  heir 
was  that  very  learned  legal  luminary, 
William  Golden  Lumley,  Q.C.  (1802-1878), 
author  of  (inter  alia)  Lumley's  Public 
Health,  now  in  its  eleventh  edition,  and  “  the 
name  of  which,”  as  elsewhere  I  have  written, 
“  seems  likely  to  endure  long  after  we  have 
passed  upon  our  way.” 

It  may  well  be  convenient  here  to  state 
that  I  have  recently  recorded  at  the  College 
of  Arms — Official  Reference :  Norfolk,  Vol. 
XXXIX,  pp.  46-49 — the  Pedigree  of  the  said 
W.^  G.  Lumley,  Q.C.,  back  to  the  above- 
mentioned  Roger  (also  styled  Sir  Roger)  de 
Lumley,  born  c.  1275,  and  so  to  his  father 
the  above-mentioned  Sir  Roger  de  Lumley, 
Knight,  born  approximately  1245;  and, 
further,  that  I  have  set  forth  his  complete 
Pedigree  in  the  Lumley  Line  back  to  the 
days  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor — before 
the  Norman  set  his  conquering  foot  upon 
our  shores — in  “  Ancestry  of  the  Bar  ”  in 
The  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  20  September, 
1947,  and  in  “  Ancestry  in  the  Law,”  forth¬ 
coming  shortly  in  The  Law  Journal. 

II.  The  Later  Lumleys  of  Harleston;  c. 
1545  onwards  to  the  present  day. 

These  have  been  shown  to  have  descended 
from  the  earlier  Lumleys  of  Harleston  in 
Category  I  through  the  Lumleys  of  Clipston. 

III.  — Five  originally  Unplaced  Lumleys, 
one  of  whom  (namely  Joseph  Lumley,  bap¬ 
tised  at  Harleston  on  24  Jan.  1779)  has  later 
been  shown  to  have  belonged  to  Category  11. 

IV.  — Others  surnamed  Lumley — namely 
(1)  the  Southern  family  of  the  name,  hailing 
from  Italy  in  the  person  of  one  Dominico  de 
Lomelini  (whence  Lumley)  in  the  time  of 
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Henry  VIII,  and  which  later  settled  at  Great 
Bardfield,  Co.  Essex;  and  (2)  a  family,  as  also 
(3)  an  individual,  who,  for  whatever  reason, 
exchanged  their  own  patronymics  during  the 
nineteenth  century  for  the  name  of  Lumley 
— none  of  these  having  any  connection  what¬ 
soever  with  Categories  I,  II  or  III.

Prefatory  to  the  Records. 

Omitting  the  four  thus  still  Unplaced 
Lumleys  in  Category  111  save  for  a  passing 
reference  to  one  of  them,  namely,  the  there¬ 
under  mentioned  Richard  Lumley  of  Mid¬ 
hurst,  and  omitting  all  in  Category  IV  as 
being  entirely  distinct,  I  have  now  written 
out  the  whole  history  of  the  Family  from  the 
above-mentioned  Sir  Roger  de  Lumley, 
Knight,  born  c.  1245  (of  Generation  VI  of 
the  Ancient  Northern  Family  of  Lumley), 
through  his  above-mentioned  younger  son 
Roger  (also  styled  Sir  Roger)  de  Lumley, 
born  c.  Ill 5,  and  I  have  moreover  indexed 
it,  devoting  a  special  Index  to  all  Lumley 
and  other  relevant  documents,  commencing 
in  1267,  which  I  have  “  unearthed  ”  in  the 
i  course  of  over  half  a  century  of  research. 

As,  however,  my  manuscript  history  is  un¬ 
likely  to  see  the  light  of  day  in  print — prices 
of  printing  and  of  paper  and  present-day 
shortage  of  the  latter  being  such  as  they  are 
— I  should  like  here,  if  I  may,  to  leave  on 
record  for  the  benefit  of  others  a  careful  list 
of  all  the  more  important  of  such  documents 
in  order  of  their  respective  dates  and  with  a 
note  of  where  each  is  to  be  found. 

A  very  few  prefatory  words  are  needed. 
Wherever  I  have  written  “P.i?.0.,”  the  re¬ 
ference — save  in  the  case  of  the  Feet  of 
Fines  and  Lay  Subsidy  Rolls — is  to  docu¬ 
ments  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office 
(Chancery  Lane,  London,  W.C.),  which  have 
been  published  in  the  Volumes  issued  by 
Government  authority.  Where  I  have 
written  “  Henry  de  Bray’s  Estate  Book,”  or 
“  H.  de  B’s  Estate  Book,”  I  refer  to  “  The 
Estate  Book  of  Henry  de  Bray  ”  (born  1269), 
“  of  Harleston,  co.  Northants.  (c.  1289- 
1340),”  which  was  edited  for  the  Royal  His¬ 
torical  Society  from  the  Contemporary  MSS. 
(i.e.  the  Cotton  MS.,  Nero  c.xii,  and  the 
Lansdown  MS.,  761;  both  in  the  British 


Museum)  by  Dorothy  Willis— Camden 
Third  Series— Vol.  XXVII— and  published 
by  the  Society  in  1916:  an  invaluable  work, 
written  for  the  most  part  in  Latin.* 
Where  I  have  written  “  Spencer  MSS.”  I 
refer  to  the  MSS.  preserved  in  Lord 
Spencer’s  muniment  Room  at  Althorp;  the 
manor  of  Althorp  having  been  acquired  by 
John  (afterwards  Sir  John)  Spencer  in  1508 
from  the  Catesby  family,  which  had 
acquired  it  in  1413  from  the  Lumley  family, 
which  itself  had  acquired  it  in  1364  from  the 
De  Vielston  family.  I  have  already  referred 
to  such  MSS.  in  my  articles  in  N.  &  Q.  19 
June  1943,  p.  371,  and  19  May  1945,  p.  207. 
Lastly,  wherever  I  have  written  "Feet  of 
Fines”  or  "Lay  Subsidy  Rolls,”  the  refer¬ 
ence  is  always  to  those  of  Northampton¬ 
shire,  preserved  in  the  Public  Record  Office 
and  not  yet  published,  which  were  searched 
for  me  in  1902  by  that  very  careful  and  ex¬ 
pert  lady.  Miss  M.  T.  Martin,  as  follows: 
Feet  of  Fines  for  the  period  1592-1656,  and 
Lay  Subsidy  Rolls  for  the  period  1590-1660. 

Only  very  rarely  have  I  thought  it  desir¬ 
able  to  include  entries  in  Parish  Registers. 
Such  Registers,  of  course,  could  in  any  case 
only  have  commenced  in  the  1500’s;  and 
what  do  we  in  fact  find?  We  find — as  will 
in  due  course  be  seen — that:  (1)  the  extant 
Registers  of  Harleston  commence  in  1570, 
nearly  three-quarters  of  a  century  after 
Harleston  had  been  sold  as  aforesaid  by  the 
then  representative  of  the  Northants  Branch 


*  I  have  described  this  fascinating  work  in  Note  1  to  my 
article  on  “  The  Northants  Lumley-cum-Saunders  Marriage 
of  1591  ”  in  N.  &  Q.  oi  A  May  1946;  but,  as  I  there  pointed 
out,  the  “  Pedigrees  ”  added  on  pages  133-143  and  the  Index 
given  on  pages  145-159  are  open  to  very  unfavourable  com¬ 
ment. 

On  page  xxxvii  of  the  work,  as  published,  these  Pedigrees 
are  stated  to  be  “  extracted  from  the  text  but,  to  take 
one  example,  the  “  Kyngesman  Pedigree  ”  on  page  140,  so 
far  from  being  so  extracted,  plainly  contradicts  the  text. 

Again :  the  “  Index  ”  (pages  145-159)  begins  with  the 
statement  (page  145)  that  “  The  names  of  witnesses  to 
charters  or  agreements  .  .  .  have  not  been  indexed  mean¬ 
ing  thereby  that  the  page-reference  to  any  person  when 
acting  only  as  a  witness  has  been  omitted. 

Thus,  for  instance,  Roger  (or  Sir  Roger)  de  Lumley  of 
Harleston,  the  Founder  at  Harleston  in  March  1305/6  of  the 
Northants  Branch  of  the  Lumleys  and  one  of  Henry  de 
Bray’s  Overlords  at  Harleston,  is  only  accorded  in  the 
Index  seven  page-references  to  the  text,  whereas,  including 
the  occasions  when  he  acted  as  a  witness,  he  should  have 
been  accorded  sixteen.  And,  yet,  it  is  often  only  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  a  page  omitted  from  the  page-references  in  such  Index 
that  a  valuable  date  concerning  a  person  is  found  to  emerge. 

Consequently,  it  has  only  been  by  making  a  subsidiary 
Index  for  myself  from  the  text  that  I  have  been  able  to 
extract  therefrom  the  full  benefit  of  all  the  Lumley  informa¬ 
tion  which  Henry  de  Bray  so  carefully  recorded  and  which 
the  Royal  Historical  Society  has  now  made  available — to 
those  of  us  who  will  diligently  seek  it — some  600  years  after 
Henry  de  Bray  himself  had  passed  upon  his  way. 
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of  the  Family;  (2)  the  extant  Registers  of 
Clipston  in  the  same  County  only  com¬ 
mence  in  1667,  at  about  which  time  the 
representation  passed  to  a  grandson  of 
Francis  Lumley  I  of  Clipston  (ob.  between 
20  Jan.  1649  and  27  Jan.  1651),  namely  the 
already  above-mentioned  Francis  Lumley  of 
Marston  Trussed  aforesaid  (1645/6-1708/9), 
who  c.  1671  removed  to  and  settled  at  Great 
Dalby,  co.  Leicester,  whence  the  Lumleys  of 
Leicestershire;  and  (3)  the  extant  Registers 
of  Sibertoft,  co.  Northampton,  whence  in 
1591  had  come  the  bride  of  such  Francis 
Lumley  of  Clipston  {ob.  between  20  Jan. 
1649  and  27  Jan.  1651),  only  commence  in 
1680. 

True,  that  the  extant  Registers  of  Harle- 
ston,  thus  commencing  in  1570,  have  their 
value  for  the  Later  Lumleys  of  Harleston — 
of  Category  11  above — but  there  is  no  need 
here  to  include  the  relevant  entries  therein, 
for  they  will  all  be  found  set  forth  in  the 
pamphlet  above  referred  to  under  such 
Category  11.

Marmaduke  de  Lumley,  Knight,  born  in 
September  1314  as  hereinafter  shown  under 
that  date,  was  the  eldest  son  of  such  latter 
marriage. 

In,  other  words:  Miss  Stokes  interposes  an 
additional  and  therefore  unsuspected  genera¬ 
tion  between  the  said  Sir  Robert  de  Lumley, 
Knight,  born  in  1272,  and  Sir  Marmaduke  de 
Lumley,  Knight,  born  in  September  1314 
and  always  theretofore  regarded  as  his  eldest 
son;  which,  if  the  said  Lucy  was  born  (as

THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARMS 

Such  then  is  the  list  of  the  Lumley 
Records  which  I  have  collected,  covering 
the  past  680'  years;  and  it  has  been  from 
these,  supplemented  from  the  1500’s  on¬ 
wards  by  entries  in  Parish  Registers,  that  I 
have  been  enabled  to  draw  up  and  establish 
the  Pedigree  of  the  Northants  (later  the 
Leicestershire  and  still  later  the  London) 
Branch  of  the  Lumley  Family  springing 
from  Roger  (sometimes  styled  Sir  Roger) 
de  Lumley,  born  c.  1275  and  ob.  between 
1340  and  1350 — of  Generation  VII  of  the 
Lumley  Family — down  to  the  present  day. 

And  so: — To  the  College  of  Arms,  with 
the  following  result: 

Pedigree  of  the  Northamptonshire  Branch 
of  the  Ancient  Northern  Family  of  Lumley 
of  Co.  Durham — from  Generation  XXI  of 
the  Family,  including  my  late  paternal 
grandmother  Elizabeth  nee  Lumley  (Mrs. 
Richard  Smith,  1797-1884),  and  her  brothers 
the  late  William  Golden  Lumley,  Esq.,  Q.C., 
LL.M.  and  sometime  Fellow  of  Trinity  Hall, 
Cambridge  (1802-1878),  Edward  Lumley  of 
London  the  well-known  Publisher  and 
Bookseller  (1806-1874),  and  Henry  Lumley 
of  London,  the  Portrait-Painter  (1807-1886), 
and  their  sister  Anne  nee  Lumley  (1803- 
1838),  back  through  the  centuries  to  Roger 
{sometimes  styled  Sir  Roger)  de  Lumley, 
born  cira  1275  and  ob.  between  1340  and 
7  July  1350,  of  Generation  VII  of  the 
Family,  grantee  on  20  Mar.  1305/6  from 
his  brother  Sir  Robert  de  Lumley  of 
Lumley,  Co.  Durham,  Knight,  born  1272 
(ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Scarbrough),  of  all 
his  estates  in  Co.  Northampton,  whereupon 
he  settled  at  Harleston  in  the  latter  County 
and  there  became  the  Founder  of  the 
Northants  Branch  of  the  Family,  and  so 
back  to  their  parents,  namely.  Sir  Roger  de 
Lumley  of  Little  Lumley,  Co.  Palatine 
Durham,  Knight,  of  Generation  VI  of 
the  Family,  born  approximately  in 
1245,  living  3  Feb.  1277/8,  ob.  in  or 
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before  1279  and  buried  in  the  Church  of 
the  Franciscans  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  and 
Sibyl,  nee  de  Morewic,  eldest  daughter  and 
co-heiress  of  the  Northumbrian  Feudal 
Baron  Hugh  de  Morewic  (LP.M’s  26  April 
1269,  etc.),  his  wife,  who  married  secondly, 
before  7  June  1289,  Laurence  de  Sancto 
Mauro  (whence  de  St.  Maur,  St.  Maur, 
Seymour),  widower  (I.P.M.,  Wilts.,  24/3/ 
1297)  and  who  herself  died  on  26/7/1298 
(I.P.M.  1298) — drawn  up  by  myself,  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  College  of  Arms  and  there, 
after  closest  scrutiny  by  the  examiners  of 
the  College,  duly  passed  and  recorded  in 
July  1947.  Official  Reference:  “  Norfolk, 
Vol.  XXXIX,  pp.  46-49.” 

{Note. — As  already  shown  under  1583, 
1592  and  1618-19,  the  Pedigree  of  such 
Branch  in  the  Visitation  of  Co.  Stafford  1583 
differs  from  that  in  the  Visitation  of  Co. 
Northampton  1618.  It  was  obvious  that  both 
could  not  be  right,  and,  in  point  of  fact, 
both  were  wrong;  and  the  Examiners  of  the 
College  of  Arms  expressed  themselves  as 
completely  satisfied,  from  the  evidence 
which  I  produced  to  them,  that  the  Pedigree 
as  drawn  up  by  myself,  and  as  now  duly 
recorded  at  the  College  as  aforesaid,  was 
and  is  the  only  correct  Pedigree  of  the 
Northants  Branch.)

ITS  REPRESENTATION  TO-DAY 

If  I  be  asked  where  to-day  lies  the  repre¬ 
sentation  of  such  Roger  (or  Sir  Roger)  de 
Lumley,  I  cannot  yet  give  a  definite  answer. 
But  at  least — upon  the  reasoned  assumption 
that  Francis  Lumley  of  Clipston,  living  in 
January  1561/2,  and  October  1656,  died 

without  issue  by  Hester  nee  -  his  wife, 

who  was  likewise  living  on  those  dates  and 
also  in  April  1676 — I  can  show  where  it  lay 
in  July  1743  and  leave  here  on  record 
sufficient  to  help  some  later  genealogist  to 
find  where  it  lies  to-day. 

Roger  {or  Sir  Roger)  de  Lumley" s 
Representative  To-Day 

In  July  1743  the  representation  lay  in  the 
younger  son  and  heir-derivative  of  Francis 
Lumley  (1645/6-1708/9)  of  Generation 
XVII,  namely.  Measures  Lumley  of  Great 
Dalby  (hereinafter  called  G.D.),  Co.  Leices¬ 
ter  of  Generation  XVIII  of  the  Lumley 
Family— who,  there  baptised  on  27  Jan. 


1677/8,  there  married  on  31  Oct.  1706  Ann 
nee  Blower  (1686-1733),  eldest  daughter  of 
William  Blower  of  the  same,  and  by  her  had 
issue  ten  children  including  seven  sons 
(Generation  XIX),  and  was  there  buried  on 
21  July  1743. 

Of  these  seven  sons,  the  eldest  died  as  an 
infant,  the  third,  though  married  twice,  died 
without  issue,  and  the  sixth  died  unmarried.

Not  long  after  the  marriage  in  1298  of 
Sir  Robert  de  Lumley,  Knight  (born  1272: 
Generation  VII  of  the  Family),  with  Lucy

'^'Marmaduke  de  Thweng  (1256-1323),  First 
Parliamentary  Baron  de  Thweng  of  Kilton 
Castle,  Co.  York,  and  eventually,  in  her 
issue,  co-heiress  of  her  last  surviving  brother, 
Thomas  de  Thweng  (1283-c.  1374),  the 
last  of  the  Barons  de  Thweng,  there  came 
a  change  in  the  Arms,  Sir  Robert  adopt¬ 
ing  the  arms  of  de  Thweng  of  Kilton 
(namely.  Gules,  a  fess  Argent,  between  three 
popinjays  Vert:  Foster’s  “Some  Feudal 
Coats  of  Arms”  1902,  p.  243,  citing  the 
“  Nobility  Roll  ”)  with  a  variance,  namely : 
Gules,  on  a  fess  between  three  popinjays 
(i.e.,  parrots)  Argent,  as  many  mullets  Sable. 

These  were  the  Arms  with  which  on 
20  March  1305/6  he  sealed  the  Charter 
whereby  he  granted  all  his  Northampton¬ 
shire  estates  to  his  brother  Roger  de  Lumley 
(born  c.  1275);  and  these  were  the  Arms 
recorded  of  him  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III : 
Surrey  and  Parliamentary  Rolls,  cited  by 
Foster,  op.  cit.,  p.  59. 

His  brother,  the  said  Roger  de  Lumley, 
followed  his  lead  in  this  matter,  and  these 
are  the  Arms  shown  accordingly  against 
such  Roger  de  Lumley’s  name  in  the  Lumley 
Family  Tree  appearing  in  The  Red  Velvet 
Book  of  the  Lumleys  (compiled  during  the 
years  1590-1600  for  John,  Seventh  Lord 
Lumley,  ob.  April  1609)  and  in  the  Pedigree 
of  the  Northants  Branch  of  the  Family 
appearing  in  the  Visitation  of  Co.  North¬ 
ampton  1618-19  at  the  College  of  Arms, 
Official  Reference: — “  C14,  121a,  122.” 

IN  GENERATION  VIII 

Sir  Marmaduke  de  Lumley,  Knight  (1314- 
1370-1 :  of  Generation  VIII  of  the  Family), 
eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Sir  Robert 
and  Lucy  de  Lumley,  at  first  adopted  such 
Arms  of  his  said  father  with  but  one  slight 
difference,  namely :  Gules,  on  a  fess  between 
three  popinjays  Argent,  as  many  mullets, 
pierced  of  the  last.  See  Foster,  op.  cit.  p.  59, 
citing  R.  II  Roll  and  Surrey  and  Parliamen¬ 
tary  Rolls.  (Note. — Richard  II  ascended  the 
Throne  in  1377  but  it  is  clear  nevertheless 
that  the  reference  is  to  this  Sir  Marmaduke 
de  Lumley.) 

Later  in  life— in  or  about  1362-3— Sir 
Marmaduke,  on  his  mother’s  death,  appears 
to  have  decided  to  adopt  the  Arms  of  de 
Thweng  of  Kilton  without  the  variance 
theretofore  introduced  by  the  mullets;  but, 
in  so  doing,  he  appears  to  have  followed 
the  tinctures  given  in  Rolls  other  than  the 
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above-mentioned  “  Nobility  Roll,”  and  is 
shown  in  The  Red  Velvet  Book  of  the 
Lumleys  as  bearing,  accordingly,  for  Arms : 
Argent,  a  jess  Gules  between  three  popin¬ 
jays  {Vert)  collared  {Or). 

IN  GENERATION  IX 

Lastly,  Sir  Ralph  de  Lumley,  Knight 
(born,  say,  circa  1354,  summoned  to  Parlia¬ 
ment  from  1385  to  1399,  slain  at  the  Battle 
of  Cirencester  1399  and  attainted:  of 
Generation  IX  of  the  Family) — second  son 
and  heir  of  Sir  Marmaduke,  is  shown  by 
Foster,  op.  cit.  p.  59  as  follows :  “  Lumley, 
Rauf  (R.  II  Roll) :  Argent,  a  fess  Gules 
between  three  popinjays  Proper” — ^i.e.  in 
effect.  Vert — “  (Surrey  and  Parliamentary 
Rolls).” 

I  need  not  here  further  enlarge  upon  this 
interesting  matter;  for  I  may  permit  myself 
to  refer  readers  to  my  two  articles,  both 
entitled  “  The  Ancient  Northern  Family  of 
Lumley:  Its  Original  and  Its  Later  Arms,” 
and  both  published  in  N.  &  Q.,  appearing 
therein  on  26  September  1942  and  24  August 
1946  respectively,  and  particularly  to  the 
latter. 

The  Armorial  Bearings  of 

The  Northants  Branch  of  the  Lumleys 

And  Its  Successors  in  Cos.  Leicester  and 
Middlesex 

Seeing,  however,  that  I  am  here  mainly 
concerned  with  that  Branch  of  the  Family 
which  was  founded  by  Sir  Robert  de  Lum- 
ley’s  said  brother  Roger  de  Lumley  (born 
c.  1275:  of  Generation  VII  of  the  Family), 
let  me  bring  my  long  tale  to  a  close  by  re¬ 
cording  in  terms  the  Armorial  Bearings 
which  pertained  to  such  Roger  de  Lumley 
and  his  descendants  and  which  are  theirs  to 
this  day.  These  were  and  are : 

For  ARMS :  Gules,  on  a  fess  between 
three  parrots  Argent,  as  many  mullets  Sable; 

For  CREST :  On  a  wreath,  in  her  nest 
Proper,  a  pelican  feeding  her  young.  Argent, 
vulned  Proper; 

For  MOTTO :  “  Murus  Aeneus  Con- 

scientia  Sana.” 

That  which  now  follows  will  be  the  Re¬ 
sultant  Pedigree  from  the  above-mentioned 
William  Golden  Lumley,  Q.C.  {1802-1878), 
of  Generation  XXI,  in  the  direct  line  back 
to  Liulph,  Lord  of  Lumley-on-the-W eare  in 
the  Bishopric  and  County  Palatine  of 


Durham  {Generation  1  of  the  Family),  already 
strongly  there  settled  in  the  days  of  King 
Edward  the  Confessor  and,  so,  before  the 
advent  of  the  Normans.

THE  RESULTANT  PEDIGREE 

T  is  only  fitting,  and  it  will  be  of  interest 
to  those  who  have  perused  with  care  the 
list  of  Lumley  Records  which  in  earlier 
pages  I  have  now  recorded,  that  I  should 
not  bring  this  long  tale  to  its  close  without 
giving  them,  in  clearest  outline  and  yet 
without  undue  length,  the  main  result  of  all 
my  years  of  research.  I  cannot,  I  think,  do 
so  better  than  by  setting  before  them  a 
reprint  of  my  article  entitled  ‘  Ancestry  of 
the  Bar,’  which  appeared  in  The  Justice  of 
the  Peace  and  Local  Government  Review 
on  20  September,  1947,  at  pages  530-532. 
To  this  end  I  have  obtained  the  requisite 
permission  of  The  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Ltd., 
most  willingly  and  gladly  accorded,  and 
likewise  the  ready  assent  of  our  own  Editor, 
to  whom  we,  one  and  all  and  on  so  many 
grounds,  are  ever  most  gratefully  indebted. 
Here  then  follows  such  reprint: 

“ANCESTRY  OF  THE  BAR” 

“  I  remember,  years  ago  now,  strolling 
around  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields  one  lovely 
summer  afternoon  with  my  dear  friend  the 
late  W.  P.  G.  Boxall,  K.C.,  when  he  was  dis¬ 
coursing  on  the  ancestry  of  the  Bar.  By  this 
I  do  not  mean  the  early  history  of  the  Bar — 
such  as  that  which  my  friend  the  late  Mr. 
Herman  Cohen  compiled  in  his  masterly 
work  entitled  Attornatus — but  the  ancestry 
of  members  of  the  Bar.  It  was  a  matter  on 
which  he  had  interested  himself,  and  he  was 
satisfied  that  but  few  of  its  members  could 
show  for  themselves  an  ancestry  beyond 
some  three  or  at  most  four  generations. 

He  may  or  may  not  have  been  right.  I 
am  not  in  a  position  either  to  affirm  or  to 
deny  the  accuracy  of  his  opinion;  but  I  pro¬ 
pose  to  detail  here  the  ancestry  of  one 
member  of  the  Bar  who  could,  had  he  but 
known  it,  have  shown  an  ancestry  in  an 
unbroken  line  back  to  the  days  of  Edward 
the  Confessor  (1041-1066),  when  his  fore¬ 
runners  v/ere  already  strongly  settled  in  the 
Northern  Bishopric  and  County  Palatine  of 
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Durham,  and  thus  there  settled  before  the 
Norman  ever  set  his  marauding  foot  upon 
our  English  shores. 

It  was  left  to  me  to  trace  out  and  establish 
that  Pedigree,  and  I  started  on  that  pleasant 
if  none  too  easy  task  over  fifty  years  ago, 
commencing  with  but  little  save  a  family 
tradition  to  guide  me.  By  slow  degrees, 
however,  I  gradually  unearthed  from  amid 
the  countless  records  of  the  past,  mainly  in 
manuscript — preserved  either  at  the  Public 
Record  Office,  or  in  the  British  Museum 
or  other  National  Libraries,  or  in  private 
Muniment  Rooms,  or  in  the  relevant  Courts 
of  Probate,  or  elsewhere — all  the  material 
evidence  through  the  nine  successive  cen¬ 
turies  :  and  recently  I  submitted  the  resultant 
Pedigree  together  with  all  the  evidence  in 
proof  of  it,  to  the  College  of  Arms,  for 
registration,  and  I  am  now  able  to  state  that 
it  has  passed  all  the  exacting  tests  of  the 
Examiners  of  the  College  and,  in  conse¬ 
quence  has  now  been  there  recorded  for  the 
benefit  of  all  that  are  yet  for  to  come,  its 
Official  Reference  being :  “  Norfolk  xxxix, 
pp.  46-49.” 

William  Golden  Lumley,  Q.C.  (1802-1878) 

Such  Pedigree  includes,  of  course,  numbers 
of  collaterals;  but,  although  it  was  in  some 
cases  they  who — by  I.P.M.,  by  Will  or 
Administration,  or  otherwise — provided  the 
material  evidence,  I  must  here  confine  my¬ 
self,  in  the  main,  to  the  direct  ancestry  of 
that  one  member  of  the  Bar  whom  I  have 
in  mind. 

I  refer  to  that  very  learned  and  distin¬ 
guished  legal  luminary,  the  late  William 
Golden  Lumley  (1802-1878),  of  the  Honour¬ 
able  Society  of  the  Middle  Temple,  Q.C., 
F.S.S.,  and  LL.M.  and  sometime  a  Fellow  of 
Trinity  Hall  in  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

I  shall  confine  myself,  further,  to  a  bare 
sufficiency  of  detail,  without  going  into  the 
life-history  of  any  of  his  ancestors — and 
that  for  reasons  of  space. 

I  will  use  a  Roman  numeral  to  indicate 
the  generation  in  each  case;  and  the  pedigree 
runs  as  follows : 

His  Lumley  Ancestry 

I-  Liulph,  Lord  of  Lumley  on  the 
Weare,  in  the  Bishopric  and  County  of 
Durham,  described  by  Burke  (1904)  as  a 
“  nobleman  of  great  popularity,”  who  in  dr 
before  1080  was  murdered  at  Gateshead  in 


the  same  County  by  Leofwin,  Chaplain  to 
Walcher  the  then  Bishop  of  Durham — a 
crime  quickly  avenged  by  the  infuriated 
populace,  who  promptly  slaughtered  both 
Chaplain  and  Prelate  alike — and  who  by 
Algitha,  daughter  of  Aldred,  Earl  of  North¬ 
umberland  and  granddaughter  of  King 
Ethelred  the  Second,  his  wife,  had  issue : 

II.  — UcHTRED  DE  Lumley,  who,  by  his 
wife  (names  unrecorded),  had  issue,  includ¬ 
ing  his  elder  son: 

III.  — William  de  Lumley,  a  Baron  of  the 
above  named  Bishopric,  who,  by  Judith, 
sometimes  called  Juetta,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  one  Hesilden  of  Hesilden,  his  wife, 
had  issue: 

IV.  — Sir  William  de  Lumley,  Knight, 
who,  by  his  wife  (names  unrecorded),  had 
issue : 

V.  — Sir  William  de  Lumley,  Knight, 
who,  by  his  wife  (Christian  name  unre¬ 
corded),  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Walter 
d’Audre,  had  issue: 

VI.  — Sir  Roger  de  Lumley,  Knight  {ob. 
between  3  Feb.  1277/8  and  1279),  who,  by 
Sibil  nee  de  Morewic  (1248-1298:  I.P.M.  in 
the  P.R.O.  1298)  his  wife  (and,  after  his 
death,  wife  secondly  of  Laurence  de  Sancto 
Mauro :  de  St.  Maur :  whence  Seymour, 
widower:  ob.  before  28/2/1297;  Wiltshire 
I.P.M.  1297) — eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress 
of  the  great  Northumbrian  Feudal  Baron 
Hugh  de  Morewic  of  Chevington  in  that 
County  who,  in  right  of  Agnes  nee  de  Hey- 
ford  his  wife,  was  the  possessor  of  great 
estates  in  Co.  Northampton  as  well  {ob. 
1261-2;  LP.M’s.  in  the  P.R.O.  1269-70)— 
had  issue  two  sons,  the  elder  of  whom  was 
Sir  Robert  de  Lumley,  Knight,  of  Genera¬ 
tion  VII  (born  1272),  Ancestor  of  the  Earls 
of  Scarbrough  and  Grantor  on  20  March 
1305/6  of  all  his  inherited  estates  in  Co. 
Northampton  to  his  brother,  such  younger 
son,  namely: 

VII.  — Roger  de  Lumley  of  Harleston, 
Co.  Northampton — styled  by  some  Sir 
Roger  de  Lumley  and  also  Sir  Roger  de 
Lumley,  Knight — born  circa  1275  and  ob. 
between  1340  and  1350,  who  upon  such 
grant  of  20  March  1305/6  settled  at  Harles¬ 
ton,  there  to  become  the  Founder  of  the 
Northamptonshire  Branch  of  the  Family, 
and  who  by  his  wife  (names  unrecorded) 
had  issue  including  his  eldest  son  and  heir : 

VIII.  — Richard  de  Lumley  of  Harleston 
(living  1329  and  1350,  ob.  before  5/2/1369/ 
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70)  who  by  his  wife  (names  unrecorded)  had 
issue,  including  his  elder  son  and  heir; 

IX. — Robert  Lumley  of  Harleston  and 
also  of  Althorp  in  the  same  County,  pur¬ 
chaser  of  Althorp  in  1364,  ob.  October,  1410, 
who,  by  Margaret  (maiden  name  unre¬ 
corded)  his  wife,  had  issue,  including  his 
eldest  son  and  heir,  John  Lumley  of 
Harleston  and  Althorp,  of  Generation  X, 
who  sold  Althorp  in  1413  and  died  in  1414 
(I.P.M.  in  the  P.R.O.  1414-15)  leaving  only 
female  issue,  whereupon  the  representation 
!  of  the  Branch  devolved  upon  his  brother,  the 
I  second  son : 

1  X. — Richard  Lumley  of  Harleston,  who 

I  was  “  indictatus  ”  in  1422-3  and  died  in 
I  1459  (the  writ  for  his  I.P.M.  being  issued  on 
8  July,  1459  and  his  I.P.M.  itself  being  taken 
on  3  November,  1459:  P.R.O.),  and  who, 
by  Cicilie,  daughter  of  John  Holdenby  of 
Holdenby  in  the  same  County,  his  wife,  had 
issue  two  sons;  of  whom  the  elder  was 
Robert  Lumley  of  Harleston,  of  Generation 
XI,  who  was  living  in  1434/5,  July  1448  and 
1458/9 — granting  in  this  last-mentioned  year 
to  his  brother  Andrew  Lumley,  of  Genera¬ 
tion  XI,  lands  in  Church  Brington  (Great 
Brington)  in  the  same  County — and  died 
vita  patris,  and  who,  by  Joan,  daughter  of 
Edmund  Dyve  of  Brampton,  Harleston  and 
Quinton,  all  in  the  same  County,  his  wife, 
had  issue  an  only  son  John  Lumley  of 
Harleston,  of  Generation  XII,  born  c.  1449, 
who,  together  with  Alice,  daughter  of 
William  Isham  of  Pytcheley  in  the  same 
County,  his  wife,  sold  Harleston  to  Thomas 
Andrew  on  21  November,  1499  and,  retiring 
later  to  Maidwell  in  the  same  County,  died, 
after  20/9/1510,  without  issue; — whereupon 
I  the  representation  of  the  Branch  passed  to 
I  the  line  of  his  paternal  uncle,  the  younger 
son  of  his  grandfather  the  said  Richard 
Lumley  of  Harleston  {ob.  1459),  namely: 

XL — Andrew  Lumley  of  Church  Bring¬ 
ton  (Great  Brington)  aforesaid,  living  in 
1458/9  and  on  21  November,  1499,  who,  by 
his  wife  (names  unrecorded),  had  issue, 
including  his  eldest  son  and  heir: 

XII. — John  Lumley  of  Clipston  in  the 
same  County,  born  c.  1459  and  living  on 
21  November,  1499,  who,  by  Elizabeth, 
second  of  the  ten  daughters  and  co-heiresses 
(their  only  brother  having  died  without 
issue)  of  Sir  James  Harington  of  Brixworth 
in  the  same  County  and  also  of  Hornby,  Co. 
Lancaster  (ob.  1497:  I.P.M.  in  the  P.R.O. 


28  July  1497),  Knight,  his  wife,  had  issue  an 
only  son  and  heir: 

XIII.  — Henry  Lumley  of  Clipston,  who 
“  vi.xit  centum  annos”  (c.  1491 -c*.  1591), 
and  who,  by  Alice,  second  daughter  of  Sir 
Morris  Osborne,  Knight,  ob.  1634,  of  Kel- 
marsh  in  the  same  County,  his  wife,  had 
issue  eleven  children,  namely  eight  sons  and 
three  daughters,  the  eldest  son  being: 

XIV.  — John  Lumley  of  Clipston,  who 
died  vita  patris,  and  who,  by  Katherine, 
daughter  of  Ralph  Bentley  of  Castle  Don- 
nington,  Co.  Leicester,  his  wife  (whom  he 
there  married  in  September,  1559),  had  issue, 
including  his  second  but  eldest  surviving  son 
and  heir : 

XV.  — Francis  Lumley  of  Clipston  (c. 
1562- c.  1650),  his  paternal  grandfather’s 
heir,  who  by  Elizabeth  nee  Saunders,  his 
wife — daughter  of  Ambrose  Saunders  of 
Sibertoft  in  the  same  County  (ob.  1585-6), 
niece  of  Sir  Edward  Saunders,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Queen’s  Bench  in  Marian  and  Eliza¬ 
bethan  times  and  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the 
Exchequer  from  January  7,  1558/9  until  his 
death  in  1576,  and  granddaughter  of  Thomas 
Saunders  of  Sibertoft  (ob.  1528) — had  issue 
eight  children,  namely  four  sons  and  four 
daughters,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  being  John 
Lumley  of  Clipston,  of  Generation  XVI 
(born  in  1598  and  living  in  January  1651/2), 
who,  by  Frances  (maiden  name  unrecorded), 
his  wife  (likewise  living  in  January  1651/2), 
had  issue,  a  son  Francis  Lumley  of  Clipston, 
of  Generation  XVII  (living  27  October, 
1656)  who,  by  Hester  (maiden  name  unre¬ 
corded,  and  living  27  October,  1656,  and  in 
April,  1676),  his  wife,  would  appear  to  have 
had  no  issue,  the  representation  of  the 
Northamptonshire  Branch  of  the  Family 
thus  devolving  upon  the  line  of  his  paternal 
uncle,  the  third  but  second  surviving  son  of 
the  said  Francis  and  Elizabeth  Lumley  of 
Generation  XV,  namely: 

XVI.  — Francis  Lumley  of  Clipston  and 
afterwards  of  Marston  Trussell  in  the  same 
County  (c.  1601-1646),  who,  by  Elizabeth, 
baptised  at  Marston  Trussell  aforesaid  on 
12  February,  1615/16,  daughter  of  Richard 
Turner  of  that  place  (ob.  1630),  his  second 
wife,  had  issue  including  his  only  son  and 
heir : 

XV  If. — Francis  Lumley  of  Marston 
Trussell  and  afterwards  of  Dalby  Chacomb 
ii.e.  Great  Dalby  and  hereinafter  called 
G.D.)  Co.  Leicester  (1645/6-1708/9),  upon 
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whom  the  representation  ot  the  Northamp¬ 
tonshire  Branch  of  the  Family  devolved  on 
the  death  (apparently  without  issue  as  afore¬ 
said)  of  his  above-mentioned  first  cousin, 
Francis  Lumley  of  Clipston,  of  Generation 
XVII  (living  27  October,  1656,  as  aforesaid), 
and  who,  by  Margaret  (1646-1707),  third 
daughter  of  William  Measures  (1613-1679) 
of  G.D.,  his  wife,  had  issue  three  children, 
namely,  two  sons  and  a  daughter,  the  elder 
son  being  William  Lumley  of  G.D.  (1675- 
1729/30)  who,  though  twice  married,  died 
without  issue,  and  the  younger  son  being: 

XVIIL — Measures  Lumley  of  G.D. 
(1677/8-1743),  who,  by  Anne  (1686-1733), 
eldest  daughter  of  William  Blower  (1659- 
1714)  of  G.D.,  his  wife,  had  issue  ten  chil¬ 
dren,  namely  seven  sons  and  three  daughters, 
to  the  youngest  of  all  of  whom  alone  need 
I  here  make  specific  reference,  namely: 

XIX.  — Edward  Lumley  of  G.D.  (1726- 
1811),  who,  by  Ann  (1733-1799),  fourth 
child  and  younger  daughter  of  John  Brown 
of  G.D.,  his  wife,  had  issue  seven  children, 
namely  two  sons  and  five  daughters,  includ¬ 
ing  his  second  son  and  heir: 

XX.  — William  Lumley  of  G.D.,  and 
afterwards  of  London  (1762-1830),  Surveyor 
and  Architect,  Master  of  the  Carpenters 
Company  of  London  in  1818,  who,  by  Sarah 
(c.  1769-1843),  eldest  daughter  of  Robert 
Golden  (c.  1737-1809),  Surveyor  and  Archi¬ 
tect,  one  of  the  first  District  Surveyors  of 
the  Metropolis  and  in  1802  Master  of  the 
selfsame  Company,  his  wife — for  whom  and 
whose  ancestry  I  may  refer  to  my  article 
entitled  “  The  Goldens  of  Ensham,  Co. 
Oxon,”  published  in  The  Genealogical 
Quarterly,  June,  1934,  pages  38-47 — had 
issue  nine  children,  of  whom  the  first  four 
died  young,  the  Fifth  was  Elizabeth  nee 
Lumley  (1797-1884),  who  in  1828  married 
Richard  Smith  (1798-1858).  descended  ap¬ 
parently  from  Sir  John  Smith,  Second  Baron 
of  the  Exchequer  from  1540  until  his  death 
in  1547,  as  recorded  in  The  Law  Journal  of 
3  October,  1942,  and  in  The  Essex  Review  of 
July  and  October,  1946,  the  issue  of  such 
marriage  including  the  late  Richard  Horton 
Horton-Smith,  K.C.  (1831-1919:  Royal 
Licence  for  Horton-Smith  2/2/1905),  who 
in  1864  married  Marilla  (1838-1922),  eldest 
daughter  of  the  late  John  Baily,  Q.C.  (1805- 
1877),  the  late  Judge  Sir  Lumley  Smith,  K.C. 
(1834-1918),  who  in  1870  married  Jessie 
Croll  (1851-1879),  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 


the  late  Sir  Thomas  Gabriel,  Bart.,  sometime 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  the  late  Alice 
Mary  nee  Smith  (1839-1884),  the  distin¬ 
guished  Musician  and  Composer,  recorded 
in  The  Dictionary  of  National  Biography, 
who  in  1867  married  the  late  Judge  Frederick 
Meadows  White,  Q.C.  (1829-1898),  the 
Eighth  was  Edward  Lumley  of  London 
(1806-1874),  the  well-known  Publisher  and 
Bookseller,  the  Ninth  and  youngest  was 
Henry  Lumley  (1807-1886),  the  Portrait 
Painter,  and  the  Sixth,  the  eldest  surviving 
son  and  heir,  was : 

XXL — William  Golden  Lumley,  Q.C. 
(1802-1878),  for  an  all-too-brief  account  of 
whom  I  may  refer  to  the  late  Mr.  John  i 
Hutchinson’s  Notable  Middle  Templars,  ' 
1 902,  and  for  a  longer  account — with  portrait, 
a  copy  of  which  I  presented  in  1942  to  the  | 
Treasurer  and  Masters  of  the  Bench  of  the 
Middle  Temple,  there  to  take  its  place 
amongst  those  of  other  “  Notable  Middle 
Templars  ” — to  the  close  of  my  article  on 
“  The  Saunders  and  Lumley  Families  of  i 
Co.  Northampton  in  the  Sixteenth  Century,”  r 
published  in  The  Journal  of  the  Northamp¬ 
tonshire  N.H.S.  and  Field  Club  in  December, 
1941,  and  republished  thence  as  an  indepen¬ 
dent  pamphlet  in  January,  1942,  and,  for  j 
a  complete  account,  to  the  Fourth  of  my  j 
Series  entitled  “  Saunders,  Hatton  and 
Lumley,”  published  in  The  Law  Journal  of 
26  September  and  3  October,  1942,  an 
admirable  portrait  of  whom  in  sepia — that 
reproduced  as  above — has  for  years  been  on 
view  in  my  Chambers  in  the  Temple,  facing 
that  of  his  great  friend  Sir  Alexander  Cock-  , 
burn,  Chief  Justice; — William  Golden 
Lumley,  the  Originator  and  Founder  (to¬ 
gether  with  his  only  son,  the  late  Edmund 
Lumley,  likewise  of  the  Middle  Temple,  who 
died  unmarried  in  1913)  of  Lumley s  Public  1 
Health,  now  in  its  Eleventh  Edition,  “the 
name  of  which,”  as  I  wrote  long  since  in 
The  Law  Journal  of  28  March,  1931,  “  seems 
likely  to  endure  long  after  we  have  passed 
upon  our  way.” 

vSuch,  then,  is  the  ancestry  of  him  who  has  J 
left  so  enduring  a  mark  on  the  legal  progress  1 
of  his  own  times  and,  in  particular,  upon  the  | 
wondrous  development  alike  of  the  Poor  i 
Law  and  of  Local  Government  in  this  our  j 
ever  progressive  land.  j 

May  not,  therefore,  the  foregoing  record  H 
of  the  past  seem  well  to  justify  the  title  ^ 
which  thus  I  have  chosen  for  it?  ” 
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
